REPORT OF BOARD OF 
EDUCATION 


Year Ending February 15, 1910 


Immediately after the close of school district meet- 
ing, March 21, 1909, the School Board was organized by 
the choice of George Keating as chairman and Samuel 
Head as secretary. 


Schools have been maintained the past year the 
usual length of time, 33 weeks. 


No. 1, Heap District.—Miss Pearl A. Rowell 
taught the entire year. 


No. 2, MARTIN’S CORNER.—Miss Leona M. Worth- 
ley taught except for a period of seven weeks in the 
fall term, she having been granted leave of absence 
for that length of time. Miss Laura M. Keating sub- 
stituted for her. 


No. 3. ROWE’S CORNER.—Closed. The pupils of 
that district were conveyed by Miss Kate Reynolds to 
school No. 2, as they were the previous year. 


No. 4, MANCHESTER RoAap.—Mrs. Mabel Cate 
taught spring term. Miss Rena Kimball taught fall 
and winter terms. 


No. 5, NEAL DISTRICT. —Miss Ethel B. Hoyt taught 
the entire year. 
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No. 6 DISTRICT.—Primary department. Miss Jen- 
nie B. Abbott taught the entire year. Grammar school. 
Mr. Arthur G. Wathen taught spring term, Miss Mar- 
garet A. Butler taught fall and winter terms. 


No. 7, RIVER ROAD. —Miss Mabel Lantry taught 
the entire year: 


No. 8, HAcKETT HiLu.—Miss Lillie M. Bickford 
taught the entire year. 


Miss Ethel G. Brown served as supervisor of music 
during spring term, but no special teacher of music was 
engaged for fall or winter terms. 


At a recent session of our state legislature, laws 
were enacted giving to towns governed by such condi- 
tions as prevail here certain sums of money from the 
state. For each normal school graduate, or teacher 
holding a state certificate, whom we employ, we receive 
two dollars per week, and for each twenty-five pupils 
in regular attendance we receive seventy-five cents per 
week. Miss Margaret A. Butler being a graduate of 
Plymouth Normal School, and Miss Rena Kimball being 
holder of a state certificate, the town received from the 
state two dollars per week on account:of each. These 
laws were enacted to enable the towns of New Hamp- 
shire to secure better teachers, maintain better schools, 
and havea greater number of weeks in each school 
year. 


For many years 33 weeks has been. the length of 
the school year in this town, though cities throughout 
the state have been having 38 weeks, and only a few of 
the weakest towns have less than 36. During the past 
year, several of our nearest neighboring towns have 
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each had a school year of 86 weeks. With the addition 
to school money resulting from employment of normal 
and certificated teachers, and the seventy-five cents 
per week for each twenty-five pupils, we certainly can 
afford a longer school year. While we would not 
approve of displacing any of our present competent 
and painstaking teachers for the purpose, we ought in 
future to select as far as possible normal graduates or 
certificated teachers for our schools. With the added 
income resulting from having a few such teachers on 
our staff, we could, if we were to become a part of a 
supervisory district, meet our proportion of the super- 
intendent’s salary without difficulty and have quite a 
sum for other improvements. 

Since the establishment of a new normal school at 
Keene, we have reason to believe normal graduates will 
soon be more easily secured for service in the smaller 
towns of the state, and, as the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction holds examinations simultaneously 
in different parts of the state several times each year, 
so that competent teachers not normal graduates may 
secure certificates, a large number of certificated teach- 
ers will soon be available. Any teacher who has grad- 
uated from a high school or school of equal grade since 
1902 can, by home study of three or four prescribed sub- 
jects, soon fit herself to take the state examination and 
any teacher who does not take sufficient interest in her 
profession to make the effort to secure a state certifi- 
cate, and obtain for her town two dollars per week, part 
of which should be added to her salary because of 
increased efficiency, ought not to feel hurt if she is in 
time displaced by one more interested in her profession. 

It is pleasing to the Board to note the interest in 
our schools displayed by citizens generally each year, 
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showing an increase in the number of visitors regis- 
tered in the schools. 


The enumeration of children of school age was 
made by Truant Officer James B. Ordway, in the month 
of September, as required by law. This enumeration 
shows that we have in this town 159 girls and 161 boys, 
a total of 320. 


During the year, the chairman issued 22 employ- 
ment certificates to children who have reached the age 
of 14 years, could read and write in the English lan- 
guage, and whose parents wished them to go to work 
in mills. 


The Board respectfully submits the following esti- 
mates of the various sums of money required for 
schools for the ensuing year, besides the amount the 
district is required by law to raise:
